The  Parish  of  Shenley  and  the  reat  of  Elstree  Parish  is 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Colne  Valley  Water  Company. 

I am  indebted  to  the  above-mentioned  companies  for  the 
following  information  regarding  the  water  supplied  to  the 
district. 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  qucintity. 

2.  784  samples  of  raw  v/ater  v;ere  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examination.  The  results  were  variable.

368  samples  of  raw  water  were  examined  chemically.  The

655  samples  of  supply  water  were  examined  chemically.

3 Before  distribution  the  row  water  is  chlorinated  and 
partially  dechlorinated.  Part  of  the  supply  water  is 
filtered  and  most  of  it  is  submitted  to  softening, 

4,  The  water  is  not  likely  to  be  plximbo-solvent . 

5*  All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied  from 

public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses  with  the  exception 
of  one  isolated  house  in  the  Parish  of  Ridge,  which  has 
a water  supply  from  a private  well, 

6,  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  less  than 
0,1  part  per  million.

The  main  centres  of  population  in  the  district  ajre  served 
by  drains  connected  to  the  trunfi:  sev/er  of  the  South- vest  Herts  Main 
Drainage  Authority,  the  sev;age  being  treated  at  Sickmansworth.  There 
are  small  treatment  v;orks  within  the  district  at  Catherine  Bourne  and 
Bell  Lane,  Shenley  and  at  Watford  Hoad,  Elstree. 

77  private  septic  tank  disposal  units  at  farms  and 
isolated  dwellings  were  desludged  twice  during  the  year.  The  work 
is  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  the  St.  Albans  Rural  District 
Council. 


The  number  of  houses  in  the  district  without  v/ater-dosets 
has  now  been  reduc.ed  to  2,  and  efforts  are  continuing  to  persuade  the 
owners  of  these  properties  to  provide  improved  sanitary  facilities.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1962. 


The  routine  work  of  the  department  has  followed  the 
pattern  set  during  recent  years,  a slow  but  steady  flov;.  of 
applications  for  housing  improvement  grants,  the  further  reduction 
of  houses  without  water  closets  to  t\Jo  and  the  hope  that  in  the 
near  future  I shall  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  all 
dwellings  in  the  district  have  this  basic  amenity. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  regarding  foodstuffe 
gives  cause  for  concern  and  in  three  instances  legal  proceedings 
were  instituted.  The  proble^is  of  manufacturers  of  food  are  obvious 
but  it  is  essential  that  continual  vigilance  be  maintained  and 
mechanical  devices  such  as  foreign  body  detectors  used  wherever 
practical. 

It  is  a great  pleasure  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Council  for  their  encouragement  and  support.  I was  sorry  to  see 
the  departure  of  Dr.  Winn  Everett  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  year,  we  had  worked  together  since  195^  and  I valued 
her  guidance  greatly.  May  I also  express  my  thanks  to  Mr,  Norton 
and  Mr.  Candler,  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  to 
Mr.  Nash  and  Mrs.  Reeder  who  have  ensiu'ed  that  the  office  works 
smoothly  and  efficiently.

Details  of  non-genuine  samples 

(1)  an  informal  sample  of  ''Milk  Gums  with  full-cream  milk" 
was  found  to  contain  only  skimmed  milk.  The  gums  had 
been  sold  from  a glass  bottle  bearing  the  name  of  a 
firm  v/hich  was  not  the  manufac  Lurer  of  the  sweets. 

The  shop's  records  had  recently  been  destroyed  by  fire, 
and  head  office  records  were  not  helioful.  It  was  not 
possible  to  obtain  a formal  sample  as  all  had  been 
sold  by  the  time  the  analyst's  rexoort  had  been  received. 
Formal  sara]ples  were  tal:en  elsewhere  of  milk  gums  on 
sale  in  shops,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  find  any  that 
did  not  genuinely  contain  full-cream  milk.  The  matter 
therefore  remained  unsolved, 

(2)  Chocolate-substitute  block  v/ith  nuts  uere  sold  under  a 
label  which  did  not  declare  the  presence  of  nuts  ainong 
the  ingredients.  Retailer  had  used  the  wrong  display 
material.  Cautioned, 
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INSPECTIONS  DURING  TI-IE  YEAR 


A total  of  3204  visits  and  inspections  of  all  types  of 
premises  was  made  during  the  year,  519  inspections  of  food  handling 
premises  were  carried  out, 

110  informal  Notices  requiring  the  remedy  of  defects  in 
dwelling  houses  v;ere  served  during  the  year.  In  only  3 instances 
was  the  service  of  a Statutory  Notice  necessary. 


On  the  following  page  details  are  given  of  food  premises 
in  the  district  and  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Minister 
of  Health  details  are  given  below  regarding  hand  washing  facilities 
and  facilities  for  washing  equipment. 

There  are  l8l  'premises  where  food  is  sold,  hand  washing 
facilities  are  provided  at  all  the  premises, 

174  premises  are  also  provided  with  facilities  for  washing 
equipment.  The  exceptions  being  the  7 off  licence  premises  where 
no  open  food  is  handled, 

POULTRY  INSPECTION 

There  was  only  one  poultry  processing  premises  in  use  in 
the  district  and  2 visits  were  made  during  the  year.  Most  of  the 
birds  were  despatched  alive  for  processing  outside  the  district, 

A few  hundred  birds  annually  had  been  slaughtered  and  eviscerated 
on  the  premises. 

Slaughtering  of  poultry  at  the  premises  has  how  been 
discontinued. 
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CARaVAIJS 


There  are  now  two  privately  ovmed  multiple  caravan  sites 
in  the  district,  accommodating  60  caravans.  The  municipal 
caravan  site  has  10  caravans  .and  there  are  6 caravans  on 
individual  licensed  sites. 

The  countryside  in  this  district  attracts  caravan  dwellers 
of  all  types  and  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  a continual 
inspection  of  the  . area  so  that  unlicensed  land  is  not  lised 
for  this  purpose,  Vj'ith  the  co-operation  of  the  Police  we  have 
been  able  to  prevent  unauthorised  caravans  and  the  nuisances 
v/hich  arise  therefrom.

There  are  l8l  premises  in  the  district  where  food  is 
prepared  for  sale,  or  sold,  or  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  to 
the  public.

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l,EG.-iL  PROCEEDINGS 


During  the  year  legal  action  was  tal'en  in  the  following 
instances. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  - Section  9 

Part  of  a loaf  of  bread  was  found  to  have  green  stains  in 
the  substance  of  the  bread  and  a piece  of  string  had  been  baked 
in  the  loaf. 


The  Analysts 's  report  shov/ed  the  staining  to  be  due  to  the 
presence  of  ropper  and  the  string  v;as  similar  to  that  used  for 
securing  salt  bags. 

At  Barnet  Magistrate's  Court  the  bakers  pleaded  guilty  to 
selling  food  intended  for  hwaan  c.onsunption  v/hich  was  found  to 
be  unfit,  A fine  of  Five  pounds,  £5,  was  i;.,iposed 


Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955. ~ Se c tion  2 ( 1 ) 

A custard  tart  v/as  found  to  contain  a dead  fly.  Legal 
proceedings  v/orc  instituted  and  at  Barnet  Magistrates'  Court 
the  bakers  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of  selling  food  not 
of  the  quality  deraanded.  A fine  of  Twenty  pounds,  £20,  was 
imposed , 

Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  Section  2(l) 

A pickled  onion  purchased  from  a shop  in  the  district  was 
found  to  contain  a sliver  of  glass  similar  to  the  glass  of  the 
jar  in  which  the  onions  viere  sold;  but  the  jar  itself  was  not 
damaged . 

Legal  proceedings  v/ere  instituted  and  the  manufacturers 
pleaded  guilty  at  Barnet  Magistrates'  Court  to  selling  food  not 
of  the  qualify  dei^ianded  and  v/ere  fined  Ten  pounds,  £1C. 


None  of  the  foodstuff  involved  in  the  cases  v/hich  necessitated 
legal  action  during  the  year  v/as  manufactured  in  the  Elstree 
Rural  District. 

In  several  other  instances  v/arning  letters  v/ere  sent  to 
manufacturers  of  food,  sold  in  the  district,  which  was  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
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
